The embossed surface can he filled nt 
the back before modeling-, if the rclret* 
is to be high, by using wax or a mix- 
ture of rye, meal and damp sawdust 
as a pnste. When dry, the pattern may 
be colored or not, at the will of tho 
worker, with alatu or indelible ink.

So simply that the veriest amateur may 
essay it.

The <'inboflserl surface can be filled at 
the bock before modeling, if the relief 
Is to be high, by using wax or a mix- 
ture Of rye meal ami damp sawdust 
as a pnstr. "vVhen dry, the pattern may 
be colored or not. at the xvill of tho 
worker, with stain or indelible ink.
